‘That enbankment is now Main St., 
in front of the Silver Lake Phar- 
macy, and to Glen Road. 

And, ever since then, Silver Lake

the water level is lower than it has 
been for about 240 years or more, 

The bottom of the lake, around 
the edges, is now frozen solid. Take 
a good look folks - it may not occur 
again for another 240 years or so.
